Judge Crancn, on ‘Thursday, delivered 
the cpinion of the Circuit Court, at Wasm- 
dictmeut against Dr. Warxixs. The opi- 
nion stated an egtire approbation, on re- 
consideration, of the doctrine laid down in 
the cases already decided, Judge ‘Turvs- 
Ton dissented, as before. 


— — 
The Pacurtc, arrived at New Yorx after 
the short passage of 24 days from Livxu- 
root, has brought us copious files of Lox- 
pox and Mancuxsrer papers to the 16th 
of May. For these we are indebted to the 
active attentions of our Liverroo. corres- 
pondent, Mr. Witwer, whom we take this 
opportunity of again recommending to those 
who desire to import Brrrisu journals. 
At Maxcuxsrer, there had been no dis- 
turbances during the last week; but the 
quietude is attributed more to the presence 
of a strong military force than to any dimi- 
nution of the causes which produced the 
riots. Rocupaxr, on the 14th, was quiet, 
and likely to be kept so by the presence of 
several hundred infantry and dragoons. At 
Srocxrort, the soldiers, after having been 
pelted with stones, for some time, fired sixty 
shots, and wounded several persons. Eight 
hundred special constables were sworn in, 
and thé peace had not again been broken. 
At Sprratriztps, the master weavers had 
yielded to the demands of their journeymen, 
so far as to agree to return to the terms of 
1824. For this they are reproached, un- 
sparingly, by the editor of the Tras, who 
aa ys The manufacturers of Spitalfields, we 
see, have had the meanness—and, as it will 
hereafter prove, the miserable fully—to sub- 
mit to the terms imposed on them by the 
journeymen. They have not yielded from 
humanity, be it remembered,—not from a 
sense of right, or justice. They have skulk- 
ed under d because they were bullied, 
and because would not confide in the 
law to punish the destroyers of their pro- 
perty. If the weavers were really out of 
employment and starving, let us ask how 
such immense quantities of unfinished work 
happened to be in their possession?

Remarking 
that the Lyons weavers are working at the 
natural prices of the present year, he con-

In the Morx- 
re Hearn of the 16th, it is said that the 
masters, perhaps instigated by the reproofs 
of the Tixxs, have again ceased to give out 
work. 

‘The three banks which have failed, in the 
West of Exexuanp, are that of Floud & Co., 
of Exeter, and two of Sharp & Co., at 
Chard and Crewskerne. Their failure is 
imputed to the calling in of the one pound 
notes. 

Respecting IngLanp, the Dustin corres- 
pondent of the Totes says that the price of 
potatoes has advanced from 80 to 100 per 
cent. in consequence of the demand from 
Enetann; and the export has produced 
battles between the country people and the 
boatmen. The system of disloging tenants 
is said to have commenced with vigour, by 
many of the landlords, and by some who 
have been accounted among the best.

Afr. O’ Connell.—The Speaker having twice

I understand that he proposes to take 
the oath prescribed to be taken by Roman 
Catholics, as it is to be found in an act of Par- 
liament recently passed. As l read that Act of 
Parliament, it is my im ion—and on that 
impression it is my duty to act—that it involves 
two points relative to the course to be pursued 
in taking seats in this house. The first point is 
that of repealing the declaration against tran- 
substantion;—the other, that of appointing an 
oath to be taken by such members of this house 
as profess the Roman Catholic creed; but with 
this condition, that those members should be re- 
turned weot to the passing of the act. 
Now, the hon. member was returned,,as the 
house is well aware, long before the passing 
of this act; 1 have, therefore, only to refer to the 
law affecting all the members of thifhouse until 
the late act passed; and, with the single excep- 
tion of repeating the declaration against tran- 
substantiation, | have to state, that the con- 
struction which has been uniformly put op the 
law of the land, and which has been repestedly 
sanctioned by act of Parliament, is that every 
member, before taking hie seat, shall take the 
oath of abjuration at the table of this house.— 
This is the course which by law the dignity and 
the priviledges of this house require. I state this 
the rather, because it is well known that this 
house is open te an appeal by petition, or it may 
be brought forward by any member inthis house. 
In that case, the house will be better able to 
judge, and to atate its opinion of the propriety 
of the conduct which it appeared to me to be my 
duty to pursue. (Hear, bear.) |} therefore 
state to the hon. gentleman that he must with- 
draw.’’

The Houre, however,

If, adopting the course of 
these — — the House should be of opi- 
nion that the Hon. Member for Clare ought to 
be heard, then the House. would order him to be 
recalled, and having heard his objections, he 
would be ordered to withdraw, and the House 
would then deal with the questinn as it should 
think proper. The question was one of the first 
importance, and each step that was taken in it 
to be taken only after the fullest delibera- 
tien. The Hon. Member concluded, by moving 
that the Hon. Member for Clare be called back, 
and heard ia his own behalf at the table of the 
House. 

Mr. Secretary Peel said he had need scarcely 
remiad the House that the question now propos- 
ed came before them in their strict judicial ca- 
pacity, and must be decded according to the 
laws of parliament, and the strict letter of the 
statute. Upon the question itself he did not en- 
tertain a doubt that the learned gentleman could 
not address the House before the oaths were 
taken, because, if he did, every other member 
who might fee! so disposed, would have an equal 
right to raise objections to the oaths, to the pre- 
scribed oaths of the House. The law was posi- 
tive in directing that every member should take 
the oaths before he took his seat, aad, before 
taking the oaths, it was quite clear that before 
he had s0 qualified himself he could have no 
right to be heard in the House. As to the pre- 
cedents which had been referred to, there had 
been no time to examine into them: and as it was 
extremely important that the question should be 
maturely considered, he trusted the House would 
not come toa premature decision, but would take 
time foe consideration. With respect to the mo- 
tion of the honorable member of Winchilsea, he 
wished to observe that it would be desirable to 
avoid agitating this important question till the 
preliminary point was disposed of; and he would 
only now state that the impression on his mind 
was decidedly different from that of the hon. 
gentleman opposite, (Mr. Brougham.) As to 
the other question at issue, he would, as he had 
before observed, give no opinion, but it was im- 
possible that the Browse could, consistently with 
its dignity, proceed with the discussion without 
taking mature time for deliberation. He, there- 
fore, proposed, that the further discussion be 
postponed till Monday. 

The Speaker said that, before be proceeded to 
put the question to the House, he trusted he 
should not be thought unreasonable if he put the 
House in possession of the consideration which 
determined him im taking the course he had.— 
However difficult or important the question might 
be, he had not time to deliberate—the speaker 
in the chair was compelled to decide on the in- 
stant. The course he had taken was such as oc- 
curred on the instant to be correct, and he de- 
cided with the less reluctance, knowing the 
House would correct him ifhe were wrong. With 
respect to hearing an hon. member at the table, 
he knew of no precedent of its being done under 
any circumstances short of the hon. gentleman 
being a complete member ofthe House. It was 
not the statate of Elizabeth, but that of Charles 
the Second, which directed certain oaths to be 
taken by members previous to their admission 
into this House, before the Lord High Steward 
and his Commissioners; and without a certificate 
from the Lord High Steward or his Deputies, it 
would be impossible for the House to know 
whether or no the usual oaths had been con- 
formed to, and in the absence of any evidence to 
the contrary, it is presumed the proper oaths had 
been taken. 

Mr. Tierney said, it appeared to him to be 
very singular that after a committee of the 
House had decided on the validity of the Hon. 
member’s election, that this House should say, 
when the Hon. member came to take his seat, 
**We do not know what to say nor what to do.”’ 
It seemed truly singular, that afier the Hon. 
member had been —83 duly elected, that 
the House of Commons should say, ‘We don't 
know what to make of this, but we will adjourn 
for a day“or two, and then we shall come pre- 
—* with better information on the subject.”’ 

Te thought it would be much better if the Hon. 
member was called in and allowed to address 
the House, and then the house would know on 
what it was to decide. 

Sir Francis Burdett said, he thought it was a 
very important question to be inquired into, and 
if the Klouse was not thea prepared for the dis- 
cussion, it ought to be postponed. Whether 
the Hon. member for Clare was heard at the 
table or at the bar, he considered unimportant, 
and thought the House was certainly ripe for 
the decision; it was not so for the discussion. 

Sit Joseph Yorke said, that in the case of 
Lord Fanshawe, that Nobleman refused to take 
the oaths, and was sent for by the Speaker to 
state the grounds for that refusal. 

Mr. Brougham said he had not himself suffi- 
ciently considered the subject to give a compe- 
tent reason for enppreting the motion. At the 
present moment did not perceive how the 
cases of Lord Fanshawe, Sir Henry Monson, 
or Mr. Archdale, the Quaker, differed from the 
case of the Hon. member for Clare. In two of 
those cases, he meant those of Lord Fanshawe 
and Sir Henry Monson, those individuals had 
been members of the Conventional Parliament;

They are, at all meetings, 
te cheese & cheieman, whe, in cose of an eqcli, 
ty of votes, is to have a double vote. The 
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the quarterly meeting. The license is tu con- 
tinue in force 13 calender months, and 4 fee of 
£5 must be paid on receiving the same. 
The Secretary of State may appoint comims- 
sioners Of persons visitors lo inspect achools of 
anatomy. Visitors are empowered to sutm- 
mons persons before them to give evidence re- 
specting the exeeutron of this act, and persons 
80 summoned neglecting to appear, or refusing 
to be examined, are liable toa fine not exceeding 
£59. Vhe Commissioners are empowered to 
make rules for the regulation of dissecting 
schools. The bodies of persons dying in pri- 
sons, hospitals, or work-houses, if unclaimed 
within 72 hours, to be delivered for dissection 
to licensed teachers. It is made lawful for 
executors, administfators, &e., to deliver up the 
bodies of persons who may have bequeathed their 
bodies for dissection. Special licenses for dis- 
secting may be granted to individuals, for which 
the fee is £2. Bodies to be decently buried 
after dissection.—Among the penalties are the 
following,—namely: for keeping a school of 
anatomy without license, £100; for removing 
a body without license, £50; for dissecting at 
unlicensed places, £50; for not complying with 
the regulations of the commissioners, £50; for 
neglecting to register certificates, £50; for omit- 
ting to bury bodies after dissection, £50; for 
delivering bodies to unlicensed persons, £20.— 
Persons considering themselves aggrieved by a 
jndgment under this act, of any justice or justi- 
ces of the peace, may appeal to the quarter 
sessions withia four calendar months. The act 
is to commence from the Ist of July next, and 
is not to extend to Ireland.

The internal affairs of France remain in statu 
quo. The Duke de Laval Montmorency has 
refused to accept the Department of Foreign 
Affairs, from a modest diffidence in his own abi- 
lity to discharge the duties of the station in these 
difficult times. The department therefore is still 
vacant, and the same want of cordiality exists 
between the chamber of deputies and the minis- 
ters. After the Budget shall have been disposed 
of, it is believed that the chambers will be pro- 
rogued to the 5th December. 

The town of Lepanto has been surrendered 
to the Greeks, and the siege of Missolonghi is 
to be pressed with rigour. One account states 
that the garrison of the latter has offered to ca- 
pitulate. 

The Florence Gazette states, from private 
letters, that the Greeks had declared the whole 
coast occupied by the Turks, from Missolonghi 
to Muerto, ina state of blockade. The Rus- 
sians continue strictly to blockade Candia. 

Letters from Malta received at Leghorn, April 
22, announce that Admiral Malcoim left that 
island on the Ist April, with his whole squad- 
ron, for Naples, where he will take on board 
the French and English Ambassadors, and con- 
vey them to Constantinople. The Russiau men- 
of-war lately at Malta, had sailed for the Archi- 
pelago. 
On the 11th of March a horrid assassination 
was committed at Alexandria, on the person of 
captain G.bbs, an Englishman, commanding the 
merchant brig the Telegraph, which was just 
ready to depart for Smyrna. The assassins are 
Maltese, relations of a young woman of the same 
nation, whom the captain had brought from 
Smyrna, and to whom he had promised a passage 
back. They attacked captain Gibbs just as he 
was preparing to go on board, and stabbed him 
in more than forty places, with stilettos and 
knives. If these wretches did not kill him on 
the spot, it was because they believed he was 
dead. However, he is still alive, but in such a 
state that it is impossible to save him. The four 
assassins, who are the father, the uncle, the bro- 
ther, and another relation of the Maltese woman, 
are arrested, and proceedings are cemmenced 
against them.
